themselves that its reported richness was based upon 
good grounds.—Mr. Cushn: an (interested with Mesars. 
Lombard & Hardin) accordingly made his selection, 
und chose Mr. McGregor, and’ the people present 
chose Mr. McQuarrie. These geatlemen, after going 
into the mine, and washing a quantity of the earth, 
reported that they had obtained from a crevice, b 
means of a spoon, abont a Wine-glags full of earth, 
which contained from 50 to 75 cents worth of gold. 
Phen, from a bucket containing some quartz which 
had been previously taken ont of the shaft. they 
washed frum som. three pints, abont $12 or $14 wort 
of gold. Mr. Hardin also pointed out some rock, 
observing there is a * colour here.” and Mr. M’Gregor 
noticing a seam in the rock which looked promising, 
the piece was broken, and a part of it, about an inch 
und a half long. by a quarter of an inch thick, was
